President Has Dropped the Ne- 
press at Indianola, Miss, 


Dr. Martin, a Democrat, Appointed 
Postmaster, and Indianola Peo- 
ple Will Get Their Mail at 
Home—Review of the 
M-nrie Cox Case, 


Washington, January 27.—(Spectal.)—In- 
dianola, Miss., is to have a white post- 
master, and Minnie Cox ceases for all 
time to be a national issue. President 
Roosevelt's efforts to force the people of 
that thriving little city to accept his 
negro postmistress have failed utterly. 
Today he sent to the senate the name 
of Dr. W. B. Martin for postmaster. 
It was announced at the white house that 
thig step had been taken on the report 
of the postoffice inspector who had orig- 
inally investigated the whole affair and 
who advised that Minnie Cox would not 
accept the appointment undér the circum- 
stances. 

This fact was not news, for she had 
tendered her resignation voluntarily and 
insisted upon its acceptance, but to make 


a grandstand play for the negro vote at | 


the north the president went to the ex- 
treme of closing the office, thinking to 
force the people to accept his appointee. 
His action today is generally taken as 
acknowledgement of defeat. Dr. Mar- 
tin is a democrat and was recently a 
member of the state senate. He was one 
of Minnie Cox's bondsmen. 

Concerning the appointmént, the fol- 
lowing statement was issued at the white 
house: 

“The president has sent to the sen- 
ate the nomination of William B. Mar- 
tin to be postmaster at Indifancla. The 
term of the postmistress has @xpired ana 
she positively refused ‘to accept a re- 
appointment under any consideration and 
made the request for the appointment of 
Mr. Martin. one of her bondsmen, and 
stanch friends throughout the whoie trou- 
ble and who had done everything in his 
power to onpose and prevent the law- 
lessness. The report was made by the 
postoffice inspector who Iinvestigatcd the 
whole affair and on his advice and In 
view of the positive refusal of the post-

NME'S COTTON 
WORRIES EUROPE 


Consul General Mason Says 
Revolt Is Planned, 


Simultaneous Effort on Part of Great 
Britain, France and Germany To 
Emancipate Textile Indus- 
tries from Dependence 
on America. 


Washington, January 27.—"A revolt 
against American cotton” is the title of 
a long report just received at the state 
department from United States Consul 
General Mason at Berlin, Germany. Mr. 
Mason says there is a simultaneous ef- 
fort on the part of Great Britain, France 
and Germany to emancipate their textile 
industries from dependence on American 
cotton. Not only in Germany, but 


throughout Europe, he says, there is a 
growing feeling of resentment against 


this dependence, and a determination 
that their spinning and weaving indus- 
tries must be emancipated at any cost 
from such vassalage by the development 
of wholly new courses of supply. 

The German press, he says, charges 
that the American cotton market is at 


the mercy of speculators who drive up 
and down the price of cotton to suit 
their own purposes. Thus far the move- 
ment is in its infancy, but its future may 
be ominous for the cotton growers of our 
southern states, says Mr. Mason, Ex- 
periments in the East African colonies 
during the last two years have been en- 
tirely successful. It is announced that 
there are many thousand square miles 
of land in East Africa with soil and cli- 
mate well adapted for the cultivation of 
cotton. ‘

ton arrangements are being made to ed- 
ucate at agricultural] schools and On plan- 
tations in Texas a number of young Ger- 
mans, who before going wil] sign a con- 
fract ta spend a number of years ag su- 
perintendents of plantations in the Ger- 
man African colonies, Coolie labor from 
China will be employed In case the na- 
tive tribes prove too incompetent. 

Mr, Mason says that it may be many 
years before this European crusade for 
colonial cotton may be accomplished, 
but whether we like it or not, the day 
will come sooner or later when the cot- 
ton of our southern uplands and val- 
leys no longer will be king beyond the 
frentiegs of the United States.

DOSE OF POISON 
KILLED WRIGHT 


Swallowed Drug While Stand- 
ing Before Judge, 


Concealed in His Handkerchief, He 
Carried the Fatal Dose to His 
Mouth — Loaded Revolver 
Found pn the Person of 
the Promoter. 


London, January 27.—A post mortem 
examination has shown that Whitaker 
Wright cOmmitted suicide by taking cya- 
nide of potassium, 

The Investigation made indicates that 
Wright must have swallowed the polsrA; 
while standing before Justice Bigham, 
after receiving his gentenoe. It is re- 
called that Wright pulled a handkerchief 
from his pocket and appeared to wipe 
his face, and it is surmised that under 
cover of this he took ‘the fatal dose 

At the post niortem examination 
Wright's features showed no trace of the 
Suffering he ‘must have endured prior to 
deuth. His face was calm and. peace- 
ful. His brains were found to have been 
abnormally large, and as the examina- 
tion proceeded the doctors found evidence 
of cyanide of potassium, which confifi» 
ed their previous impression of the cause 
of death. Portions of the deadly tabloids, 
still undissolved, were found in the stom- 
ach, Wright evidently having swallowed 
several of them. A revolver war found 
on his person, fully loaded. It was cOn- 
cealed in his hip pocket, and is an evi- 
dence of his strong determination to end 
his life. It is now supposed that Wright's 
consumption of tabloids for indig¢stion 
during the last days of the trial was de- 
Signed to disguise, in case-of necessity, 
the taking of the fatal dose. According 
to the doctors, the dead man prolonged his 
agony by taking too many of the cyanide 
of potassium tabloids, as a small dose 
would have brought d+ath more swiftly. 

At the consent of the home secretary, 
Wright's body will be handed over to his 
relatives, after the inquest, for private 
burial at Nettley, his home, in Surrey. 

The tragic event is the one topic 
interest, and is everywhere discusscd 
aij its features.

| 1867 fixing the qualification of a voter, 
‘ having been placed there in I85I. In 1867 
a constitutional amendment was submit- 
| ted to the people of Ohio to strike out the

Grosvenor intimated that the democrats

| Mr. Hardwick readily admitted the

General debate in the house today on 
the urgent deficiency bill digressed to a 
discussion of political topics, the race 
‘question and a¢rial navigation. Mr. Bur- 
kett, of Nebraska, led off with a discus- 
sion of the politica] situation from a re- 
publican viewpoint, and Mr. Cochran, of 
Missouri, spoke for the democrats.’ Mr. 
Hardwick, democrat, of Georgia, made an 
extended address on the race problem. 
Discussion of flying machines was pre- 
cipitated by the report of the appropria- 
tons’ committee, which recommended the 
tabling of a resolution calling on the sec- 
retary of war -for information as to expen- 
ditures that had been made in cont .ction 
with flying machine tests.

Hardwick on Race Problem. 

Mr. Hardwick rejoiced at the happy 
relationship existing ‘between the north 
and south.

Quoting census figures he showed 
the negroes constitute about 36 per cent 
of those of the voting population in eleven 
of the southern states, which figures, he 
said, suggested the magnitude of the prob- 
len.

Hobson, It Is Alleged, Has Not 
Registered, 


Will Not Have an Opportunity of 
Doing So Before the Primary. 
Reuben Kolb’s Candidacy 
for Railroad Commis- 
sion Presidency. 


Birmingham, Ala., January 27.—(Spe- 
Cilal.)—The candidacy of Captain Rich- 
mond Pearson Hobson for congress in the 
Sixth congressional district, against Hon. 
oJhn H. Bankhead, has occasioned a good 
deal of speculation among the leading 
politicians in that district. It is said the 
question of Hobson's eligibility hag been 
questioned on account of the fact that 
he has never registered, and that there 
will be no opportunity for him to register 
until after the primary election in April. 
There is no provision made for a meeting 
of the board of registrars before July, 
1904, for the purpose of registering those 
who, from any cause, failed to register 
before, or who have become 2! years of 
age or any other valid excuse to be 
determined by the registrars. It is con- 
tended (if ft be true that he has never 
registered) that that not being a legal 
voter he will not beallowed to have his 
name printed on the official ballot to be 
used in the primary election. 

The democratic executive committee of 
Walker county, one of the largest coun- 
tles in the sixth district, at a late meet- 
ing established a new precedent to the 
rules governing the primary election m 
April. This rule prescriHed that all can- 
didates who desire to have their names 
placed on the officia] ballot must sub- 
scribe to an oath that he is a qualified 
elector and will support the nominees 
ef the primary as declared elected by the 
constituted authority of the party hold- 
ing the election, and failure to do so 
will prevent his name from appearing on 
the official] ballot. 

This action of the committee is ques- 
tioned by some, as being beyond the jurts- 
diction of the committee in prescribing 
a rule which 1s in conflict with the gen- 
eral law regulating primary elections in 
this sitae. 

Sectiun 12 of the act prescribes that 
any person desiring to submit his name to 
the voters n any primary election in this 
state, shall, not later than 15 days pre- 
ceding the election, apprise the chairman 
of the executive committee in writing 
of the fact that he is a candidate, and 
upon complying with the conditions pre- 
scribed by the governing committee for 
regulations of candidates, shall be de- 
clared to be a candidate, and his name 
to be placed on the official] ballot. If 
he fails to comply then his name ifs left 
off of the official ballot, unless provision 
is made for a space to be left on the 
ballot for pasting hig name on the bal- 
lot. 

It has been known for sometime that 
Captain Hobson would be a candidate, 
and it is hard to believe he would have 
overlooked so important a matter as reg: 
istra flon. . 

Kolb’s Candidacy. 

The entrance of Captain Reuben F. 
oKlb into the race for the presidenay of 
the railroad commission has put the 
politicians to guessing, as he promises to 
be an !mportant factor in the race not 
looked for. The announcement of Cap- 
tein Kolk, makes practically three can- 
didates from Birmingham—Lowe, Comer 
and Kolb. Whilst oKlb does not now 
reside here, But Ilves temporarily In But- 
ler county, he will have a strong follow- 
ing here, where he lived for several years 
before moving to Butler county. 

With the vote of Jefferson, the largest 
county in the state, badly cut up between 
the three candidates, leaves the chances 
of Birmingham getting the presidency of 
the commission in doubt. The other 
candidates are scattered over the etate, 
John VY. Smith, of southeast Alabama, in 
Russell county; Bonner, of Dallas, in 
southwest Alabama, which locally gives 
them a big advantage over the other 
three, 

Since the adoption of the primary plan 
of making nominations, it is next to an 
impossibility to form combinations, as 
was practiced in the old convention sys- 
tem, as the people now do the voting in 
his home precinct and no trading can be 
done by candidates as formerly. The 
state can make no mistake in the selec- 
tion from the candidates announced and 
it is believed now that no others will 
be in the race, and that those already 
announced will run the race to the end. 

John V. Smith, present incumbent, has 
made a good, faithful officer, and claims 
that on this account he is entitled to an 
indorsement by the people under the new 
law. This will have some force with 
democrats who have long been taught to 
belleve that a second term is due an oOffi- 
cer who has proved faithful. 

Robert J. Lowe has served the party 
for years ag state chairman of the execu- 
tive committee, and has formed a close 
alliance with all the prominent men of 
the state, and he claims that he has 
never asked the people of the State for 
any office before this time. For this long 
service, without consideration, he clams 
that he is entitled to recognition by the 
people.

Those 
ef the passengers who had not been too 
badly hurt to struggle began a fight for 
escape. Children and women were 
trampled on and the weaker ones were 
beaten against the wreckage by the 
stronger.

BUT MRS. KETCHAM IS DEAD 


New York, January 27.—Mrs. Annie 
Chambers Ketcham, author of the ‘‘Bon- 
nie Blue Flag,’”’ one of the most famous 
war songs of the confederacy, as well as 
of many other poems and prize writings, 
died today at St. Vincent Rospital, after 
less thah a week's illness, in her eightieth 
year, 

Mrs. Ketcham write the “Bonnie Blue 
Flag’ in Memphis, Tenn., in 1863, about 
the time of the battle of Shiloh, when 
her husband, Leonidas Ketcham, then ad- 
jutant of the Thirty-eighth Tennessee, re- 
ceived a wound which later resulted in 
death. “A Battle Call,’’ a song con- 
temporaneous with the “‘Bonnle’ Blue 
Flag,” was also written in Memphis at 
this time, and was another favorite 


among the soldiers of the confederacy. 

When Memphis was occupied by the fed- 
eral troops, Mrs. Ketcham refused to take 
the ironclad oath of allegiance, and was 
banished from the city by the military 
authorities. She returned to New York 
from Rome about a year ago, and at the 
time she was seized by her final illness 
she was preparing a book on her life-long 
friend, ths actress, Charlotte Cushman. 

Mrs. Ketcham came of a long line of 
distinguished Virginia and Kentucky an- 
cestors. Her nearest surviving relatives 
are her daughter, Mrs. M. W. Hart, and 
three grandchildren, of Louisville, Ky., 
and her only nephew, Rev. Dr. B. Stuart 
Chambers, of this city. The funeral will 
be held here Friday morning.

Chicago, January 27.—At the Samaritan 
hospital, her head ang left side swathed 
with bandages, lies Carrie Anderson, the 
child whose deed of heroism at the 
Iroquois fire was recounted in brief dur- 
ing the coroner’s inquest, but whose name 
has never been learned until today. 

Through the steadfast bravery of this 
14-year-old girl at least fifty lives were 
saved on the fatal afternoon. She !t was 
who, despite the fact that her entire 
left side was being lapped by flames, 
caught the end of the ladder thrown 
across the alley from the Northwestern 
university building and guided it to a 
firm resting place on the fire escape of 
the second balcony. Across this ladder 
many men, women and children scram- 
bled to safety.

GREAT MERCHANT MARINE 
IS ADVOCATED BY SULZER 


Washington, January 27.—(Special.)— 
Hon, William Sulser,'of New. York, has 
intredueed in congresy a dill providing a 
system of discriminating duties in favor 
of ships flying the American flag which 
he believes is the most practical method 
ef bringing about the rehabilitation of the 
American merchant marine, Ever since 
he entered congress Mr. Sulzer has taken 
@ prominent part in the agitation for 
proper relief for the merchant marine, 
realising, as one who makes a study of 
the subject must realize, that somcthing 
should be done to give the United States 
its rightful place upon the high seas. 
The impossibility of securing from 4& re 
publican congress the adoption of the 
‘free ship’ principle which is so strong- 
ly opposed by the shipbujiding interests 
of the country, and recognizing the strong 
objections urged against a subsidy plan 
such as is embodied in the Hanna-Frye 
bill, Mr. Sulzer advocates a system of 
discriminating duties as the most feasible 
solution of the problem. In talking with 
me today Mr. Sulzer gave me some in- 
teresting facts showing the necessity for 
legislation of some kind and at the same 
time stated his reasons for advancihg the 
plan which he has fathered. 

“Y am now, always have been, and al- 
ways expect to be a friend of our shipping 
industry and an enthusiastic advocate of 
proper legislation to bulld up and reestab- 
lish our merchant marine,” said the gé¢n- 
tleman from New York. “Owing to ad- 
verse conditions and the want of good 
laws our great shipping industry haz been 
practically destroyed. Since 1860 the 
American flag has almost disappeared 
from the high seas, and today more than 
95 per cent of American products are 
carried in foreign bottoms arid under alien 
flags. It is a shame—@ crying evil—and 


must be remedied 
Figures and Comparisons. 

“Our registered ocean freight in !8!0 
was 108,000 tons larger than it is now. 
A comparison of the tonnage of freight 
reigstered for deep sea commerce of sev- 
eral nations shows the inexcusable weak- 
ness of our merchant marine. Italy has 
a tonnage of !,180,000 tons; France 1,480,- 
000 tons: Norway; 1,660,000 tons; Ger- 
many 2,960,000 tons; the British empire 
14,800,000 tons; and the United States 
only 872,000 tons. A comparison of sta- 
tistics will show conclusively that less 
than 5 per cent of American exports and 
imports are now being carried in Ameri- 
can vessels to the everlasting disgrace 
of the American congress. 

“The American people flatter them- 
selves that they are a leading nation in 
all that makes a nation great, and yet 
we are apparently a helpless nation in 
one of th great factors of malional 
wealth—our merchant marine. 

“Other nations carry our products to 
the markets of the world. In the fiscal 
year of 1902, as appears by a statement 
of the bureau of statistics of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, our total 
exports to European nations amounted in 
value to $997,614,762—almost a _ billion 
dollars. Of that enormous sum i% 
per cent was carried in American vessels 
and 98% per cent was carried in ships of 
other countries. We imported into this 
country from Europe $474,927,159, and of 
this sum a little over $30,000,000 was 
carried in American ships. Of the total 
imports and exports from Europe and to 
Europe, the enormous sum of $1,472,591,- 
921, only 3% per cent was carried by 
American. vessels. 

“The United States has developed a 
most marvelous foreign commerce with 
the nations of the world. We are send- 
ing into every, land nearly $5,000,000 
worth of products and commodities al- 
most every day, and it Is a sad cOmment- 
ary upon our commercial greatness that 
these products must be carried in foreign 
ships. The tribute in money paid to the 
foreigners for conveying merchandise from 
and to the United States amounts to 
over $100,000,000 a year. Quite an item, 
isn't it? Our country is foremost in 
nearly all lines of industrial and commer- 
cial developments, except in its merchant 
marine. The patriotic pride of the Amer- 
loan people is asserting itself, however, 
and now demands legislation that will re- 
Store our merchant marine to its former 
prestige and glory.”

“The republican party is to blame for 
it all. Ever since I have been a mem- 
ber of congress I have been doing every- 
thing in my power to enact some law that 
will reestebiieh the American merchant 
marine, and make it possible for Amer- 
ican ships, fiying the American flag, to 
carry American produéts. There are 
three remedies proposed by those who 
have given the subject their best atten- 
tion: 

“il. FWree ships—This is the old honest 

Amerioan plan, but the republicans in 
congress wil] never agree to a bill for 
free ships, because they believes it will 
be a death blow to their pet doctrine of 
protection. It is impossible to pass through 
this congress—or any republican congress 
—a free ship bill. 
"2. Ship subsidies, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Hanna-Payne ship 
subsidy bill. This plan, hotvever, meets 
with much opposition from those who are 
Opposed to the doctrines of protection for 
protection’s sake—to the unjust taking 
of mnoney from the pockets of the people 
generally to build up any epecial industry 
on the ground that the principle is radi- 
cally wrong and untenable. Democrats 
generally are opposed to ship subsidies, or 
bounties, because it is a policy that robs 
the many for the benefit of the few; be- 
cause it is class legislation—favoritism— 
and because it is undemocratic and un- 
American. In my opinion, it will be im- 
possible in this congress, or in any other 
congress, to pass @ ship subsidy or bounty 
bill, such es Mr. Hanna and some of the 
leaders of the republican party desire. 
It would be just as logical to give a 
subsidy or bounty to the potato producers 
and wheat growers of the country. 

Favors Discriminating Duties, 

“Phe third proposition to build up the 
American merchant marine is by means 
of discriminating duties in favor ol 
American ships. I have introduced sever- 
al bills in different congresses to bring 
this about. In my opinion, it is the most 
feasible, the most practical, the 
most honest, and the most popu- 
lar way of airing t American mer 
chant marine. This policy of discrinu- 
nating duties was instituted by Jefferson, 
followed by Madison, and indorsed by 
Monroe. It successfully built up our 
ship industries in the early days of the re- 
public. It received the indorsement olf 
the republican national convention In 
1896, and William McKinley favored :t 

in his letter of acceptance. William P. 
Frye, now president of the senate, and 
other leading thinkers and writers upon 
the subject throughout the lend are in 
favor of it, and they declare it to De 
absolutely nonpartisan, strictly Ameri- 
can, and today, in my opinion, is the 
only possible plan. 

‘On the first day of this session I in- 
troduced my Dill to promote the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. It is numbered 
House Bill No. 34, and seems to cover 
the whole ground. It is in favor ot 
discriminating duties on, goods, wares ana 
merchandise, exported from or importea 
into this country in American bottoms, 
carrying the American flag. It solves 
the problem, restore our merchant Ma- 
rine, builds up owr ship industry, ana 
gives us a great auxiliary navy. It is 
simple, just and fair, and would not take 
a dollar from the pockets of the taxpay- 
ers of this country.” 

Approved by Commercial Bodies. 

“I spent considerable time in the pre- 
paration of this bill, and it has been ap- 
proved by commercial bodies all over the 
country, and by somé6 of the ablest writ- 
ers and thinkers on the subject. As 
it affected protective duties, the speaker, 
of course, referred it to the committee 
On ways and means, instead of sending 
it to the committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries. I have endeavored to get 
a hearing on the bill, but thus far with- 
out success; and it 1s apparent to me 
that the republicans in the house, es- 
pecially those on the ways and means 
committee, do not intend to take the mat- 
ter up during this session of congress. 
They do not want the subsidy question 
made an issue in the coming campaign. 
If this bill, or one similar to it, contain- 
ing substantially its provisions, should 
now be enacted into law, I am satisfiea 
the problem would be solved, and the 
United States in a few years gure to be- 
come mistress of the seas. It would re- 
store to us our ocean carrying trade, 
build up our ship-bullding industries, 
and give employment in our ship yards 
to thousands and thousands of men in 
all parts of the country. It would do 
more than any other thing I know jou 
at the present time to bring about an 
éra of general prosperity such as we have 
never known before !n our ship-buillding, 
ship commerce, and merchant marine in- 
dustries, and make the American gallo 
what he was in the historic days of the

This board has twelve members, 
elected biennially, three at a time—a 
plan that has had seven years of trial 
in that city, and has stood every test 
perfectly. In any plan:that has for 
its purpose the education of the chil- 
dren of a constantly growing popula- 
tion, the question of money is a very 
important one, so much go that there 
have been times when Atlantd’s board 
of education has been somewhat em- 
barrassed on account of a lack of 
funds. But St. Louis seems to have 
Solved the money question, and has 
demonstrated that the best way is to 
put in the hands of the school author- 
ities a sum determined by the total 
tax valuation of the property of the 
city—so many mills on the dollar. 
The legislature recently increased 
this sum. from four mills to six, an 
increase that added 50 per cent to the 
income of the schools, to the fund set 
apart for education. ) 

This increase was brought about by 
the efficiency of the board, {ts quality, 
which had been clearly demonstrated 
by the success of the plan under 
which the schools are conducted. 
Where a town is growing, especially 
where it is growing with the remark- 
able rapidity of Atlanta, it is absolute- 
ly necessary, if the school system is 
to be completely efficient, that the in- 
come of the schools should keep pace 
with the growth of the city and thé 
increase of taxable property. 

The necessity of this has been dem- 
Onstrated right here in Atlanta. At 
the eginning of the present school 
year there were thousands of com- 
plaints from all sides, and in spite of 
the fact that all the schools are in a 
crowded condition, numbers of chil- 
dren are still out altogether. The 
board of education, the superintend- 
ent, and the teachers do their best, 
but that best fails to go to the bottom 
of the trouble, which is a lack of an 
adequate income for schoo] purposes. 

A public school system that is all 
the time hampered for funds ¢annot 
carry out the purpose of its existence, 
and a school] system that is compelled 
to wait on the disposition of those who 
have been elected to govern the city 
on promises of econom-- is bound to 
be incomplete. Atlanta is growing 
while those who govern it are asleep, 
and this growth must be provided for 
so far as the school fund is concerned. 
The public school system must needs 
grow with the growth of the city.

However, everybody ean’t be good 
and beautiful, too; there must neces- 
sarily be some serious disappoint- 
ments in this world; and carelessness 
and crudity lift up their heads and 
begin to sing as soon as the crust of 
wisdom’s pie is broken. But after 
awhile some reformer will arise in his 
might and smite the east with some 
huge dictionary containing the word 
provinciality, and them we shall all be 
happy for a time.

nations. 

The comparatively meager salaries 
paid the American ambassadors and 
ministers and the fact that with one 
or two unimportant exceptions the 
government owns no legation build- 
ings, have made it impossible for any 
save the very rich to accept these im- 
portant diplomatic assignments. Wn- 
‘tirely aside from the obvious fact 
that a great nation like the United 
States should house its diplomatic 
representatives in a manner in keep- 
ing with its standing as a nation, it 
is highly important that the diplomat- 
ic-service should be able to command 
the best brains of the country rather 
than the largest purses, especially in 
these days when we are playing so 
much greater part fn international 
politics than ever before in our his- 
tory. ;

‘American ambassador or minister has 
a sufficiently large fortune to warrant 
his spending several times his. salary 
each year, he is compelled to take a 
place second even to some of the 
smal] and insignificant nations, which

“Plant for 12,000,000 Bales.” 

Editor Constitution: A littlh figuring 
and a general knowledge of the natural 
inclination of cotton farmers to plant 
to the limit when encouraged by prospec- 
tive high prices ought to quiet your 
fears that there is danger of the coming 
| crop being pitched on too small a acale. 
Indeed, the danger’ all lies on the other 
side, and I believe The Constitution will 
do a better service if it will turn ite 
powerful influence to the discourage- 
ment of excessive planting of cotton. A 
minimum crop will sell for double the 
money of a maxjmum. High priced cok 
ton helps every jndustry in the south, 
but, of course, the farmer who produces 
it most, while low prices paralyses 
everything except the manufacturer, 
who is in his glory when low prices for 
raw material prevails. 

It seems strange to me that everybody 
nearly has turned bull and can eee Only 
high prices. It is stranger still to fol- 
low the measures given to prove that 
only high prices can be expected for 
several years to come. These reasons 
are that demand has caught up with 
supply, that with the present supply of 
labor that It is not possible to material- 
ly increase the supply, that the quality 
of each has so far deteriorated as tO out 
off the average production per acre, eto, 
The highest average production per acre 
for the entire coton belt for ten years 
from the crop of 1893 to the crop of 
1902, both inclusive, was the crop of 
i898, and was forty-elght one-hun- 
dredths of a bale per acre. The lowest 
was for the crops of 1893 and [896, and 
wag thirty-elght one-hundredths of a 
bala. The average for the entier ten 
years was a fraction more than forty- 
two one-hundredths of a bale. The aver- 
age production for the 1903 crop is not 
yet known, Dut ts universally admitted 
to be a poor crop over most of the beil. 
The crop of 1902 was also rather poor, 
being thirty-nine ome-hundredths of a 
bale per acra The last two crops be- 
ing Nght, it is almost a sure chance 
that the next one will be good. Indeed, 
the last three crops were below the 
average, that of 190! and 1902 Deing 
thirty-nie one-hundredths, with the 
chances for the 1908 crop golng under 
| thirty-five one-hundredths of @ Dale per 

acre, : 

The average for the last crop was & 
little less than 29,000,000 acres. If the 
ten-year average of 42.1-100 bales per 
acre had been miade tn 1903 we would 
have had a crop of more than 12,000,- 
| 000 bales instead of 10,000,000, as now 
expected. If the short crop of 10,000,- 
000 bales, alded by the almost universal 
scare that has prevailed the past year, 
has not succeeded in putting cotton 
above 14 cents, what would have hap- 
pened with an average crop of more 
than 12,000,000 dJales or a big crop 48 
in 1898 of forty-eight one-hundredths 
of a bale per acre with a total production 
of nearly 14,000,000 balcs? 

The next crop is sure to be larger than 
the last so far as acreage is concerned. 
Nobody expects to plant less and nearly 
all expect to plant more. An increase 
of 8 per cent will give a total average 
exceeding 30,000,000. It is sure to de 
this much and is more likely to be 10 per 
cent and nearly 32,000,000 total. Every 
man can make his own calculations and 
estimates, but In dolng so remember 
that the time is now due for a bumper 
production. Suppose the crop should 
' turn out as in 1897 with forty-seven one- 
hundredths or as in 1898 with forty- 
eight one-hundredths bale pér acre. As 
already stated, a g0Ood crop year is now 
due and more likely to come than other- 
wise, 

There {s as much available labor for 
the next crop as there was for the last. 
Indéed, there is mare, for high prices 
@re drawing labor from other lines. The 
labor that cultivated 29,000,000 acres in 
cotton in 1903 can take care of 32,000,- 
000 in 1904 by leaving off 3,000,000 or 
4,000,000 acres of corn and other crops. 
It is not an easy matter to check a 
stampede. I° do not hope to do so my- 
self, but ] would be glad if the great 
newspapers of the south would put on 
the brakes and discourage as much as 
possible the mad rush that ts now threat- 
ening the present era of prosperity ia 
the cotton states.

supposedly divorced wife married Bank- 
er Morse, of New York, was arrested on 
the arrival of the Suriset Limited train 
here today by Chief df Police Ellls on 
a telegram from District Attorney Je- 
rome, of New York, saying that Dodge 
was wanted there for perjury, District 
Attorney Jerome also wired thet extradi- 
tion papers would be forwarded at once. 

Dodge at the time of the arrest was 
en route from New Orleans to San An- 
tonio. He declined to make any statement 
other than to say he supposed his ar- 
rest was in connection with the divorce 
case. 

Shortly After the divorce proceedings 
In New York and the marriage of Mrs. 

. Dodge to Charles W-. Morse, Mr. Dodge 
contested the validity of the divorce on 
the ground that he had never been serv- 
ed with notice of the action and filed af- 
fidavits to: that effect securing an anul- 
ment of the decree. 

Mrs. Dodge thereupon applied for an 
annulment of the marriage to Morse, ob- 
tained tt and began second divorce pro- 
ceedings against Mr. Dodge, which are 
now pending. 

The indictment -found against Dodge 
was based, it ig said, on letters found 
among the papers of the lawyer who 
claimed to represent Dodge in the first 
divorce seuaaaiinans and whg Is now dead;

The Peters street viaduct was given 
to the general public tor use yesterday 
afterncon and last night thousands used 
it for the firet time. 

The structure is one of the best bridges 
the city has. It wes tullt under the 
direction of Grant Wilkins, the contract- 
ing engineer, and is not only beautiful 


architecturally, but is a splendid engineer- 
ing achievement 

Much interest wes evinced in the open- 
ing of the new structure. The last shov- 
el] full of asphalt was placed upon the 
viaduct by W. M. Goodwin, secretary to 
the mayor.- There was considerable 
cheering as this was done. 

Almost immed&atcly afterwards, Engi- 
reer Grant Wilkins stepped into the auto- 
mobile of Forrest Adair, who was ac 
companied by his young son, and the 
three spun across the new structure, thus 
Biving not only the three gentlemen 
but an automobile the distinction of being 
the firat across the viaduct after ite 
completion. 

All of this cecurred in the morning, 
During the afternoon, when the asphalt 
became thoroughly hardened, the barriers 
were removed from either end of the 
structure and thousands who will now use 
the bridge daily went across it on their 
way from their daily work. 

There will probably not be any public 
demonstration because of the opening of 
the viaduct. The other large vigducts of 
Atlanta have not been opened with cere- 
monies.

IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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Adjutant General S. W. Harris yester- 
day ngtified Captain D. R. Pearce, of 
company BB,» Second infantry, Georgia 
state troops, at Hawkinsville, that his 
commission had been canceled for fail- 
ure to comply with the military regula- 
tions. 

The specific reason for the cancella- 
tion of Captain Pearce’s commission is 
that he failed to comply with section 5! 
of the military code, which requires all 
commanding officers to give bond for th? 
preservation in good order of the arms 
and equipment which are issued through 
them to the men under them. Captain 
Pearce has held his commission now for 
almost a vear, and though repeatedly 
notified that he would have to give such 
a bond. he has failed to do so. Assistant 
Adjutant General Scott, several days 
ago, notified him that unless hé gave 
such bond by January 27. his commis- 
sion would be re ge | The bond had 
not come yesterday n6r had any reply 
been received from Captain .Pearce. The 
order was accordingly ,promptly taken 
cancelling his commission. 


Attorney General John C. Hart will 
appear before Judge Newman in the 
United States court on Saturday next in 
behalf of the state in the suit of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 


pany -against the comptroller general of 
Georgia, brought to enjoin Comptroller 
General Wright frem collecting a fran- 
chise tax from the Geéorgla railroad. 

When the Georgia railroad was built 
it was granted by legislative enactment 
an exemption from taxation for a perto1 
of fifty years. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville, which is the lessee of the Georgia 
road, and pays all of its taxes. holds 
that this exemption applies not only to 
general taxes, but to any other form of 
taxation which might be sought to he 
levied against it. 

Comptroller General Wright. under the 
advice of the attorney general. holds 
that this xemption from genera! tax- 
ation does not include exemption 
from the franchise tax, and he 
made an effort to collect that 
tax from the company. Thies action 
brought forth a protest from the Lovie- 
ville and Nashville in the shane of a Dill 
in equity to enjoin the comptroller gen- 
eral from collecting it. This case {s get 
for argument in the Tinited States court 
on Saturday and it is expected it will 
be heard at that time. Mator Joseph R. 
Cumming, of Augusta, represents the 
Louisville and Nashville tn this litigatioa. 


Because the Southern Railway Com- 
pany has failed to comply with an, order 
fof the railroad commisston requiring ‘t 
to construct a depot at Musella. Ga. on 
the line between Atlanta and Fort Val- 
ley, and because the Seaboard Air Line 
has likewise disobeyed an order of the 
railroad commission requiring it to con- 
struct a depot at Weston, Attorney Gen- 
eral John C. Hart will Institute suits 
against these rallroad companies for fines 
of $5,000, which they are required under 
the law to pay in the event of their re- 
fusal to comply with the orders of the 
commission. No reason has been given 
for the failure of these railréads to build 
the depots as required, and the commis- 
sion declines to wait .longer. The out- 
come will be that the railroads must 
either butld the depots or pay the fines. 
and as depots do not cost quite as much 
money as that, the probability is the 
depote will be built before the matter 
has reached the fine collecting stage.

Ordinance Committee Is Favor- 
able to Probation System

Matter Was Discussed During the 


Session of Yesterday Afternoon, 
and Arrangements Made for 
Adoption of Measure

The probation #eystem for juvenile of- 
fenders was discussed during the meet- 
ing of council's ordinance committee, of 
which Councilman Hynds is chairman, 
yesterday afternoon. Various ladies and 
gentlemen of Atlanta who are interested 
in the matter appeared before the com- 
mittee and urged that the system be in- 
augurated., : 

“I think none of you need speak upon 
the advisability of having the court,” 
Chairman Hynds told the visitors, ‘‘for 
we are all in favor of creating the court. 
The committee would like to hear from 
you, however, upon the various features 
that yoy think ‘should be incorporated 
in the ordinance." , 

This statement gives an indication of 
what the action of the committee will be, 
because no action wag taken during the 
meeting of yesterday afternoon. It & 
true, however, that a favorable report 
upon an ordinance which will create a 
children’s court in Atlanta will be made. 
to council by the ordinance committee 
during the session of next Monday after- 
noon. 

Speeches were made before the commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon by Mrs. J. K. 
Ottley, Captain Jamee W. Pnglish, Rev. 
Mr. Jackson and others, all of whom had 
ideas to advance regarding the court. 

After the visitors had been heard from, 
the cOmmittee decided to hava, drafted an 


ordinance which will embody ’the views’) 


expressed, end’ it will be presented to 
council with @ favorable recommendation 
after it has been passed upon by the 
members of the committee. 

Also during the session of the ordinance 
committee yesterday afternoon the meas- 
ure which provided that members of the 
police force killed while in the discharge 
of their duty be continued upon the pay- 
roll of the police department wnti] the 
expiration of their terms of office was 
so amended as to provide that policemen 
killed in the discharge of their duty be 
continued upon the pay roll of the police 
department for a period of twelve months 
after death, and as amended the measure 
was adopted by the committee. Coun- 
cilman Goodwin gave notice that he would 
present a similar ordinance regarding 
firemen killed whilp on duty. 

The ordinance providing that the may-

MUCH SMALLPOX 
OVER THE STATE 


State Health Officer Harris 
Returns From Western 
Georgia. 


State Health Officer H. F. Harris, sec- 
retary of the state board of health, has 
just returned from: a visit to Haralson, 
Carroll and Heard counties, where he 
has been investigating the smallpox situ- 
ation. 

Dr. Harris says he finds considerable 
smallpox in that section of the State, 
and, in fact, it is quite prevalent through- 
out Georgia, though there are some few 
sections exempt from it at the present 
time. Dr. Harris is urging everywhere 
the organization of local health boards 
and the appointment of local authorities 
to deal with this and other contagious 
diseases. He is meeting with consider- 
able more encouragement in his work 
now than when it was first undertaken, 
and is indeed highly gratified with the 
manner in which local authorities are 
taking hold.. For example, in Tallapoosa 
the other day, a member of the town 
council, after Dr. Harris had been hear@, 
proposed an ordinance making vaccina- 
tion compulsory, and it is expected that 
it will be carried through. 

“The greatest trouble we are having 
over the state in dealing with the small- 
pox situation,’’ Dr. Harris sald, ‘“‘is in 
getting the people to submit to vaccina- 
tion. This is particularly true in the 
country districts, perhaps because it i8 
not so well understood, while there is not 
60 much opposition to it in the more 
populous towns and cities. 

“TIT am at some loss to understand the 
opposition to vaccination except that the 
fear of tt is based on some wild rumors 
that have no foundation whatever In fact, 
It js a case perhaps of one man hearing

another man say that his grandfathed 
told him he knew a man who was related 
to a man who had died as the result 08 
vaccination. 

“As a Matter of fact, I have never 
known of a case of death from vaccinas 
tion, either In my own experience or ig 
that of others. There have been somé¢@ 
cases of blood poisoning which were ate 
tributed to vaccination, but Vaccination 
had nothing to do with them. In fact, 
where such cases have occurred ther 
has been no vaccination. The fear of 
vaccination on any such ground as this 
is absurd and in stamping smlipox out 
of the state we must educate the peo 
ple up to the point where they will une 
derstand that there is nothing to feas 
from proper vaccination. 

“There is a death from sMallpox in 
Georgia almost every day, and deaths 
would be more frequent should the dise 
ease happen to develop Into the viruleng 
type, as it may do at any time. Ther 
is a virulent form of smallpox now in 
certain sections of Pennsylvania, where 
the death rate jis 25 per cent. We are 
liable to have the same thing here in 
Georgia if the proper precautions are nog 
taken toward stamping out this disease.”

UT 8very Gay That he lies in his 
grave will bring some new 
acknowledgment of his power and 
through those eyes now filled with dust 
generations yet unborn will learn to be- 
hold the light of nature,” is the tribute 
Ruskin has paid the artist Turner, who, 
according to Ruskin, hag given to the 
world the greatest epecimens of land- 
scape painting, or as the great art critic 
says, “Call it ‘pastoral landscape,’ 
‘guarda e¢ passa,” and then you havé, 
lastly, the pure, wholesome, simple, 
modern landscape,’’ and that no form of 
modern painting can more charm the eye 
and satisfy that love of gature imnplant- 
ed in every human eye must hdve been 
realized by those art lovers who have 
seen the pictures of Hugo Fisher, being 
exhibited in Atlanta at present. 

A quiet, undisturbed study of these pic- 
tures educates one in appreciation of his 
achievement @ pastoral work and makes 
it easy to understand with what ecstacy 
Ruskin looked upon what he deemed the 
masterwork of this form of painting as 
interpreted first by the great English 
Turner—a form of painting he refers to 
elsewhere as “pure, true and precious” 
in the history of art. 

Passing in from the crowded street on 
rather a dreary, cold day and almost 
unexpectedly meeting with the atmos- 
phere of calm beauty that emanates from 
Mr. FisNer’s studies, especially those in- 
terpreting the pastoral nature of Scot- 
land, one feele that the artist, has in- 
deed lifted the vell from the face of na- 
ture and shown it tn all its grandeur and 
simplicity, In allits purity and sublimity. 

It was gratifying to note at the exhibi- 
tion yesterday that Atlanta can claim a 
very large contingent of art loving peo- 
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ple, as it has been charged that there has 
been a lack of the art spirit that in 
other cities encourages frequent exhibi- 
tions, bringing that pleasure which Mr. 
Fisher's pictures now bring here. 

“I may not be keenly appreciative of 
all their artistic merits, but thelr beauty 
is so satisfying to me I ask nothing 
more,” was the observation of a well- 
known Atlanta woman. 

“I am enthralled with the realism of 
this studdy of Glencoe valley, for I see 
the storm actually rising and‘the sheep 
moving through the valley—it is powerful 
in its realism. The artistic merits of 
the picture you at once realize, madame,” 
was the encouraging comment of a gen- 
tleman familiar with the picture. ‘Hs 
chief characteristics are its strength and 
the action of the figures.’’ 

A second picture delighting the same 
lady was another artistic achievement— 
a study of Scotch cattle exhibited last 
summer at London’s exhibition of ths 
Royal Water Color Society. 

“Like a breath of the air itself is see- 
ing these studies of Ross-Shire,’’ was the 
tribute paid by an Atlanta gentleman to 
a group of pictures done at that memor- 
able place where go many of the worlds 
greatest artists assemble, and where 
Rosa Bonheur has painted many of her 
pictures. 

A scene on the coast of Holland delight- 
ed those patrons of the exhibition who 
love the richness of color characterizing 
several pictures interpreting similar sub- 
jects, while Mr. Fisher's studies of sun- 
set, and several pictures in_ their 
subject, shades and colors portray Nna-

Steps Already Taken to 
Assure Safety of Pat- 
rons, 


A general ordinance regulating theaters 
and embodying what has either already 
been done or arranged for at the Grand 
and the Bijou will be prepared by City 
Attorney Mayson and will be presented 
to council during its next session by 
the ordinance committee. 

The ordinance will have incorporated 
in it the recommendations made during 
the last session of council by the special 
camittee composed of Chief Engineer R. 
M. Clayton, Fire Chief W. R. Joyner, 
City Electrician T. J. Harper and Build- 
ing Inspector F. A. Pittman. 

The ordinance committee considered the 
report yesterday afternoon. Fire Chief 
Joyner, Manager Julius DeGive, of the 
Grand, and Treasurer Ed Horine, of the 
Grand, attended the meeting. It de- 
veloped that Messrs. Henry and Julius 
DeGive had already done many of the 
things recommended in the report, and 
had arranged to do at once not only the 
others, but much more in addition. This, 
however, did not apply to the last two 
sections of the report. One of these pro- 
vided for automatic sprinklers in the 
roofs of the theaters. From what the 
three gentlemen stated, it appeared to 
the cOmmittee that the sprinklers are 
for the protection of the building and not 
the audience. The section requiring au- 
tomatic sprinklers Wea, therafore, 
stricken. 

The last section provided that before 
current is turned on electrical appliances 
they shall be tested by the cit} elec- 
tricilan. It was shown the committee that 
both, Messrs. Henry and Julius DeGive, 
are flectricians, and personally test all 
appliances before electric current is turn- 
ed on them. With the understanding that 
the city electrician would make arrange- 
ments with the owners of the theaters 
the last section was stricken. 

Chief Joyner Satisfied. 


Chief Joyner stated to the committee 
that Atlanta wa very fortunate in hav- 
ing at the head of its theaters such men 
as the Messrs. DeGive, as they are not 
only anxious to protect their property, 
the theaters, but have used every en- 
deavor to protect their patrons, and have 
adopted all recommendations rmade by 
the committee. 

“IT think they should be publicly com- 
mended for what they have done,” de- 
clared Chief Joyner, “because I have 
never come in contact with any two gen- 
tlemen who appeared to be so anxious 


and willing to adopt suggestions they 
thought would further protect the patrons 
of the theaters.”’ 

The committee empowered its chairman 
to request the city attorney to draft a 
special ordinance regulating theaters and 
embodying the precautionarm: steps that 
have already been taken at the Grand 
and the Bijou. 

Mr. DeGive stated to the committee 
yesterday that the asbestos curtains are 
already in Atlanta, and will be put in 
place in a few days.

Senate PastsBil Lining Period 
for Collecting Back Taxes, . 


Also Bill Setting Aside Fund To Be 
Used by Governor in Suppressing 
Lawilessnese—Legisiators Go 
to Vicksburg To Inspect 
National Park.

Jackson, Miss., January 27.—(Speciat.)— 
The senate has passed a bill of much in- 
terest to the educators and school teacn- 
ers of the state. It changes the time 
for holding the examinations of teachers 
to the Fridays and Saturdays of the Jast 
two weeks in October, the Fridays and 
Saturdays of the first two weeks in Oc- 


weekg in April. This makes all exami: 
nations held, both for White and colored 
teachers, within a period of two months, 


about through the year. 

With ordty five votes cast in opposition 
the senate passed the bill limiting the 
period for which the state revenue agent 
may bring back tax suits to five years. 
A strong effort was made to reduce tne 
period to three years, but the Smitn 
amendment for this purpose was votea 
down, five years having been agreed 
upon in the judiciary committee as a 
compromise measure. If the bill is pass- 
ed by the house and signed by the gvy- 
ernor it will knock out a great deal Oot 
prospective litigation by the revenue 
agent, and is the first measure to be 
enacted depriving that official of a por- 
tion of his powers. The revenue agent 
in hig biennial report, however, recom- 
mended the passage of a six-year limit. 

Representative Foster, of Warren coun- 
ty, today introduced in the lower house 
of the legislature the bill prepared by 
the Mississippi Business Men's League 
seeking to amend important features ol 
the insurance and anti-compact laws of 
the state. 

The bill was written by Insurance Com- 
missioner Cole and provides for the ex 
emption of personal property from the 
valued policy law, the adoption of a 
standard form of policy to be used by ail 
the fire insurance concerns operating in 
the state, and the exemption of these 
companies from the operation of the 
anti-compact law, in usder that they may 
maintain rate making organizations. Tne 
bill was referred to the committee on in- 
surance, of which Hon. W. S. P. Doty 
is the chairman. 

Favorable Report on Sample Bill. 

The house compnittee on registration 
and elections today made a favorable re- 
port on the Sample bill amending certain 
sections of the primary election law 80 
as to abolish the electoral vote and plu- 
rality features, providing separate days 
for state and county elections, and lim 
iting the county committees in 4ssessing 
State candidates to defray election ex 
penses. The bill will be made a special 
order for ‘one day next week. Hon. K. 
F. Noel, author of the primary election 
law, and who drafted the amendments 
thereto, appeared before the committee 
just prior to the making of the report 
and explained several of the features 0} 
the amendments. 

The senate has passed a Dill setting 
aside a special contingent fund of $2,50u 
per year to be used by the governor in 
the suppression, of lawlessness. This 
measure was rgcommended by Governor 
Longino just before his retirement from 
office, and in its original form as intro- 


| duced by Mr. McNeill carried an appro- 


priation of $10,000 per year, which the 
committee decided to reduce to $2,500. 

The fund !{s intended especially for use 
by the governor in suppressing the white- 
capping outrages® in the southern and 
southwestern counties of the state. 

Although he mdde a spirited and vigor- 
ous fight to secure its passage, Senator 
Smith’s bill seeking to “divorce the ju- 
diciary from _ politics’’ was indefinitely 
postponed in’the senate by the very de- 
cisive vote of 25 to 8. Senator Smith held 
the floor for a good portion of the day 
in defense of the bill, and it certainly 
neéded a strong defense, owing to the 
spirited attacks being made on ail sides, 
especially against that feature providing 
that members of the judiciary shall be 
impeached if convicted of soliciting votes 
This, the senate de- 
clared by its vote, was an ahridgement 
of the constitutional right of free speech. 
The senate committee on local.and pri- 
vate legislation reconsidered its ‘action In 
making an unfavorable report on the bill 
authorizing the city of Jackson to issue 
bonds in the sum of $250,000 for water 
works purposes. The ‘‘do not pass” re- 
port Was made under the fmpression that 
the city had authority under the code 
chapter to make the bond issue, and spe- 
cial legislative act wae therefore not nec- 
essary. 

Mayor Hemingway we the matter 
immediately in hand when this report was 
made, and pointed out that the statutory 
limit of bonded indebtedness has already 
been almost reached, and the committee 
then reconsidered its action. The Dill 
was passed by the senate without oppodai- 
tion and will go to the house Friday. 
Two Bills That Will Fail. 
The death knell of the bill requiring rail- 
roads to stop limited passenger trains at 
county seats was sounded. in the senate 
last evening, when the measure was call- 
ed up for passage and recommended to 
the committee on railroads. Senator 
Smith called attention to the decision of 
the United States supreme court declar- 
ing a similar legislative act passed in 
Indiana as unconstitutional, and pointed 
out that its enactment in this state would 
be merely a waste of time. 
Similar fate is in prospect for the bill 
in the house prohibiting railroads from 
running “double héeader’’ locomotives. The 
committee on railroads will report on the 
measure Saturday, and it is understood 
that the report will be unfavorgpie. 
A special train has been sent to Jack- 
son by the railway officials to carry the 
members of the two houses to Vicksburg 
Thursday for the purpose of inspecting 
the national military park at that place. 

The train will leave Jackson at 9 
o'clock and will carry only. the mémbers, 
legislative attaches and newspaper corre- 
spondents, no. ladies. being permitted to 
make the trip. 

While in the Hill City the legislators. 
will be the guests of the Vicksburg board 
of trade. They will be given a trolley 
ride around the histor‘c city, « trip to tne 
national cemetery and ‘a visit to the points 
of interest in the military park, especial- 
ly the positions occupied by the Missts- 
sippi troops during the memorable séigée.

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those circumstances. The whole thing 
is simply to dTlow him room to move, 
but to keep him nervous’ all the while,”’

BUT SUPPORTS THE CANAL TREATY

North Carolina Senator First 
Democrat to Take That Posi- 
tion in the Senate 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE 
CANNOT BE UNDONE 


Because of That Senator Simmons, 
While Not Condoning All the 
Acts of the President, Will 
Cast Vote for Panama 
Treaty. 


Washington, January 27.—The proceed- 
ings of the senate today included a speech 
by Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, on 
the Panama canal treaty and the p4ss- 
ige of a number of bills and resolution:. 
Mr. Simmons spoke in Support of the 
treaty, being the first democratic senator 
to take that position on the measure on 
the floor of the senate. He announced 
his conviction that both under the Spoon- 
er act and under his general treaty mak- 
ing power the president had authority to 
enter into a treaty with Panama, after 
it became an independenet state, for the 
construction of a canal via the Panama 
route. He said: 

“What hag been done in Panama has 
been done and cannot be undone. It was 
10t done by the democratic party, neither 
could that party have prevented its doing, 
and therefore it isinno way responsible 
for its doing. If what has been done in 
Panama can be undone at all by this 
government it can only be undone by 
doing a greater wrong to Panama than 
has already been done to Colombia. Sure- 
ly the defeat of this treaty will neither 
undo nor remedy the situation. “~ nee 


Not Defending Roosevelt. 

“T am not here to defend the actions 
of the president either in connection wiia 
the revolution or the recognition of the 
independence of Panama. 

“There is much in his cOnduct in these 
connections of which I disapprove, which 
I regard es imprudent and unwise; as 
rash and dangerous to the peace and 
welfare of this country; as contrary to 
the traditional policy of this government 
in dealing with other nations, principally 
those on this hemisphere, and as not cal- 
culated to advance us in the affections 
and esteem of other nations. I do nof 
think, however, that everything the pres- 
ident did in this connection was wrong. 
From the bottom of my heart I would 
be glad for the honor df my country, 
if I could reconcile all of his acts in 
this connection with my notions of right, 
but I cannot and be honest with my- 
self. I am bound to say, and I have no 
pleasure in saying it, that the course of 
the president, both in connection wiili 
the revolution in Panama and the recog- 
nition of its independence, was, tO say the 
least, hasty, rash, tmprudent and dan- 
gerous to the peace and welfare of tha 
country, and justifies the feeling of many 
of his political friends as well as his 
political opponents that he lacks that 
conservatism which considerations of na- 
tional stability and safety make neces- 
sary and desirable in the chief executiwe 
of the nation.” 


Charge ot Complicity. 

Mr. Simmons gaid he believed that the 
president and tiie secretary of state 
should be relieved of all charge Of com- 
plicity in the Panama revolt. 

He said he did not believe that taé 
possession of information concerning an 
approaching revolution should be accept. 
ed as discrediting the statement of the 
president, and added: 

“In entire deference to the views of 
others on this side of the chamber who 
may differ with me in this opinion, I 
think that the statement of the president 
in this respect should be accepted. Un- 
doubtedly, the president knew of the 
forthcoming revolution in Panama. It 
was his duty, in view of imminent insur- 
rection, to have on the ground a suffi- 
client force to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens. This he did, 
and if he had done no more than this, 
he would have done no more than his 
duty under the law.” 

Mr. Simmons announced his belief that 
the change of recommendation: by the 
isthmian canal commission from the 
Nicaraguan to the Panama route had 
been the result of honest conviction. He 
also accepted the Spooner act as a de- 
lfberate pronouncement by congress in 
favor of Panama and a direction to the 
president to construct the canal by that 
route “if possible to acquire the title 
within a@ reasonable time."’ 

Interpreting the phrase “reasonable 
time’ on broad principles, he did not be- 
lieve that there was any lapse of reason- 
able time which would have made # the 
president's duty to turn to the alternative 
route designated in the statutes. 

Wo Condonation for Roosevelt. 
Mr. Simmons continued: 


“It ts contended and vehemently assert- 
ed by some of the opponents of this treaty 
that @ vote for its ratification, under the 
circumstances, is tantamount to condon- 
ing the action of the administration, both 
as to the revolution and to the recogni- 
tion. If I thought that, as favorably as 
I regard this treaty, as deeply important 
to us ag is the immediate construction 
of the canal and as vexatious as I am 
eure will be the delays in the commence- 
ment of that great work, if this treaty 
should be defeated, I do not think I could 
vote for it. 

“J join my colleagues on this side of 
the chamber in condemning whatever 
wrong the president and the administra- 
tion may have done in connection wit 
bringing about the independence of Pan- 
ama, but in my vote upon the treaty, I 
propose to recognize and act under the 
fact that Panama is an independent state 

of equal rights and powers to 
make this treaty as we ourselves possess, 
not only with our consent but the prac- 
tically unanimous consent of all the civil- 
ized nations of the world. 

‘To my mind, you might as well say 
that I cam not administer on the estate 
of a dead man without approving of his 


death, as to say that I not act upon 
the admitted fact that Pename is an 
- independen

10 SHUT DOW 


High Price of Colton Compels 
Factory to Close 


Mill Employs About One Thousand 
Hands and Consumes About 
Thirty Thousand Bales of 
Cotton Annually—Shuts 
Down Saturday. 


Gainesville, Ga., January 27.—(Special.) 
The Pacolet Manufacturing Company, 
whose plant at New Holland consumes 
annually of 30,000 bales of cotton, and 
employ about 1,000 thousands hands, will 
close down Saturday, for an indefinite 
period. The company manufactures goods 
and the high price of cotton is the rea- 
son for closing down. The idle forces 
will suffer, and the community will be 
hurt. 

Farmers Have Money To Loan. 

Carrollton, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)— 
Farmers of Carroll and Heard counties, 
Georgia, and Cleburne and Randolph 
counties, Alabama, who market heavy 
crops from thelr wagons in the streets 
of Carrollton, are realizing handsOmely 
from their crops of cotton which have 
been held. Since cotton reached the ap- 
proximate price of 15 cénts per pound, 
unheard of reserves of cotton have been 
hauled in for the past week, and an im- 
mense fund of cash for this section is 
being deposited and farmers are turning 
money lenders to their friends and neigh- 
bors who are in need, and little foreign 
money is being brought into this section 
to carry debts of the people, compared 
with the amount usual at this season and 
which was to be expected at the end 
of this series of four short crops, this 
the worst of all. The late and rainy 
spring, the delayed cultivation period con- 
eequent thereon, the early frost, all con- 
spired apparently to demoralize business, 
but a full corn crop, unprecedented fruit 
and provender, had kept an impending 
panic from this section until prices be- 
gan to climb, and then followed the open- 
ing and harvesting of hundreds of bales 
of yellow cotton, giving up as worthless 
on the arrival of the early freeze. Farm- 
ers fortified and held their cotton for the 
present’ prices and the harvest is gratify- 
ing in that the country is unquestion- 
ably saved a very sad fate, and Instead 
peace, cheer, prosperity and resolution 
possesses the people and the mercantile 
interests of the county have enjoyed un- 
usual security from losses and no fail- 
ures are reported. 


Buying Mules and Fertilizers. 


Fort Gaines, Ga., January 27.—(Special.) 
The planters of Clay and adjoining coun- 
ties are displaying an unusual amount 
of vision at the opening of this scason’s 
farm work. They are buying mules and 
fertilizerg more freely and with less com- 
plaint at the advance in the prices of 
each and but for the shortage in farm 
labor this would be the banner year for 
old Clay county, but up to this time some 
of our largest planters are very much 
pressed for labor to man their plows.

IN GREAT HEAPS 


Dead Men Being Drawn Qut of 
Harwick Mine, 


All Victims Have Hands Raised to 
Faces, Showing That They Fore- 
saw Fate and Tried To Ward 
It Off—All Bodies Fear- 
fully Mangled. 


Pittsburg, January 27.—The Harwick 
mine is giving up its victims as fast as 
the engineer can raise and lower the cage 
in response to the signalg from the men 
who are at work at the bottom of the 
shaft. The burned and mangled bodies of 
the men who went to work on Monday 


morning are being brought up to th 
surface, and bob sleds, which stand In 
a line, are hauled up the snow road to 
the school house on the hill. 

Every body so far brought up !s bruised. 
cut and crushed into shapelessness, and 
all so far have their hands raised to the 
faces. indicating that *he doomed men 
foresaw their fate and tried with their 
last conscious efforts to ward it Off. The 
fact that the legs and arms are broken 
and disjointed shows that the force of the 
explosion must have been terrific. It is 
presumed that the men were hurled 
against the jagged walls of the mines and 
crushed at the ends of headings an 
chambers. 

Scarcely one of the bodies had any 
clothing on it. and all are more or less 
burned. some to acrisp. There wag great 
difficulty in identifying them on this ac- 


count. and about the only means to aec- 
complish identification will be by the 
small brass weigh checks bearing a num- 
ber. which each man draws upon going 
into the mine, and of which a record is 
kept. But, as many of the victims are 
devoid of clothing. confusion wil! result. 

Two Polish women came from Poland 
last night to Cheswick. They arrived 
late. and not heing able to reach Har- 
wick. where thelr husbands were eam- 
ployed in the mine, slept all night in the 
station. Both men are in the mine, and 
asad scene was enacted today when the 
women learned for the first time that 
they were widows. Neither can speak 
English. and one of the women carried an 
infant in her arms, 

Among the bodies found was that of a 
stranger. Clothes were on tt, and It was 
only slightly hurned. Who he was or 
what he was doing !n the mine no one 
knows. He may have caused the ex- 
plosion by lighting a match. 

H. A. McMillan, who lead one party of 
searchers, sald: 

“Fifteen bodies were found In butt one, 
of the south entry. All of them, with the 
exception of the stranger, were badly 
burned and mangled. One’s head was 
blown off. In the south entry we found 
two men lying face downward near each 
other. These had evidently been killed 
by the force of the explosion. In another 
place we found six men, all negroes, I 
believe. Five were in a heap and one 
was pinned under a car. We found the 
driver of that entry lying along the roaa- 
way where he had been blown. Rooms 
i0 and (2, south entry, are caved to 
the depth of 5 feet. There are several 
men buried there, as there are undoubt- 
edly men buried under the rocks of the 
mine. For this reason # will be weeks 
before all the bodies are recovered.”’

McClurkan, a clerk In the auditor’s office 
of the Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
was yesterday brought before Justice 
Walter Ormond and tried on the charge 
of larceny, the case being postponed un- 
til] tomorrow. All of the railroa& in the 
south are taking an active interest in the 
case, as it has developed the methods 
practiced by the ticket scalpers. 

McClurkan, who is 24 years old and 
who for some time has been a trusted 
employee of the road, was made to an- 
swer to the stealing of 40,000 miles of 
transportation on the West Point and 


s0me very sensational evidence is expect- 


ed to develop very soon in connection 
with the ticket scalpers implicated. 


Not only has it developed that Sever- | 
ance & Weinfeld bought some of the | 


stolen tickets, but in the office were 
found all of the needed tmplements for 
changing the stamping of the tickets. 


Pinkerton Man on Scene. 

On January !4 last General Passenger 
Agent Joseph Billups, of the West Point, 
reported the loss of forty mileage books, 
each book containing 1,000 miles of 
transportation. The railway protective 
bureau tmmediately took the matter in 
charge and J. A. Grant, one of Pinker- 
ton’s men, was summoned from Chicago. 
He arrived here January |6 and with the 
cooperation of other cfficialgs of the bu- 
reau secured enough evidence to serve a 
warrant on McClurken at |! o'clock Tues- 
day night. This warrant was sworn out 
by Frank M. Thompson, stock clerk of 
the West Point road, from whose cus- 
tody the tickets were stolen and who in 
turn was charged up with the loss, 

McClurkan has always pretended to be 
a great friend of Mr. Thompson, although 
he permitted him to be held responsible 
for a loss which he had Aimself occasion- 
ed. Railtoad officials said yesterday that 
the work of the ticket scalpers in tempt- 
ing employees and offering inducements 
toward dishonesty was one of the worst 
evils with which they were forced to 
contend. 

Detective Grant followed one clew to 
Nashville and finally located in Birming- 
ham absolute evidence that pointed to 
the purchase of one of the stolen mileage 
books from Severance & Weinfeld, of At- 
lanta. When confronted by the officer 
Hugh E. Stevens, a clerk tn the office 
of the ticket broker, admitted that the 
mileage book had been purchased from 
McClurkan, Then {ft was that Mr. Thomp- 
Son swore out the warrant for McClur- 
kun’s arrest and his confession followed 
after spending the night at the police 
Station. 


Additional Evidence. | 

The offices of Severance & Weinfeld 
were then searched for the securing of 
more of the stolen tickets. While none 
of these were found in the office at the 
time, implements for the changing of the 
stamps of issuance by the railroads, the 
removing of signatures and the substi- 
tution of other stamps and signatures 
for the convenience of the purchaser 
were discovered. 

It is the present Intention of al] of the 
raflroad officials of Atlanta to push the 
present case to the bitter end and prove 
to the public the great risk they run in 
purchasing tickets at any other than the 
regular ticket offices of the roads. Dur- 
ing this campaign they intend to collect 
further evidence to that already secured 
and prosecute for forgery all those offer- 
ing tickets so purchased from the scalp- 
ing offices. 

Stevens Admits Purchase. 

At the hearing yesterday Clerk Stevens 
of the firm of Severance & Weinfeld, ad- 
mitted buying some of the stolen mileage 
tickets from McClurkan On several oc- 
casions, two or three tickets being pur- 
chased on each visit. He sald that he did 
not care to testify as to the stamping 
and signing of the tickets for fear of in- 
criminating himself, although he ac- 
knowledged that they were _ properly 
stamped and signed at the time they were 
sold to customers from the scalpers’ 
office. He sald that he could not remem- 
ber just the price paid for the tickets, 
although he remembered paying $18 for 
the first one. 

It was learned last night that all of 
those found to have had anything to do 
with the stolen tickets either in the way 
of selling them or purchasing them and 
using them for transportation would be 
prosecuted, as all of the railroad officials 
have agreed to push the matter in the 
hopes of exterminating the practice of 
ticket scalping and the purchase of tick- 
ets by the public, the use of which are 
made possible only by the committing of 
the crime of forgery or misrepresentation. 

Justice Ormond placed McClurkan un- 
der $1,000 ball, tn default of which he 
Was carried to jail. 

Two Others Arrested. 

As a result of disclosures made during 
the investigation of the case against Mc- 
Clurkan, Albert Weinfeld and Hugh E. 
Stephens were last night arrested on war. 
rants charging them with receiving stol- 
en goods. Officer Sprattlin served the 
warrants and I. H. Oppenheim went on 
the bonds. A hearing before Justice 
Ormond was set for tomorrow. 

Those most interested believe that !n 
the arrest of the ticket scalpers the first 
step has been taken toward the breaking 
up of the present practice of defasing 
and changing tickets by the brokers and 
selling them again at reduced prices. It 
was stated last night that sufficient evi- 
dence had been secured to maye an ab- 
solutely clear case against Weinfeid and 
Stephens. It was aiso reported that «ifr 
charges would follow and that cases would 
be made on each ticket bought by the 
scalpers. More than this, it was inti- 
mated that evidence had been secured 
as to the erasing of signatures and the 
substitution of others and that charges 
of forgery might follow.

Democracy’s chief apostle of radical- 
ism, Willlam Jennings Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, is coming to Florida tomorrow, 
January 28th, to take a hand in. the 
fight. He is a cousin of Governor Jen- 
nings., 

In the last gubernatorial election Mr. 
Bryan came to this state to ald the Jen- 
nings campaign. He made no speeches 
then, because the campaign was for 
nomination in a Democratic convention, 
the equivalent of an election. This time 
he will speak, because the popular vote 
in the primaries will declde the contest 
between the senatorial aspirants, as well 
as the fate of the new radical propa- 
ganda at this extremity of the south. 

All Florida ig enlisted for the struggle. 
Senator Talliaferro hag the adherence of 
the businesg element, of modernized. and 
progressive and enterprising commercial 
Florida, and of a part of the agrarian 
population which new energies from the 
north have brought to the state. Gov- 
ernor Jennings has a highly organized 
machine, which he has built up with the 
intelligence and foresight of a shrewd 
politician, since he hag held office. Mr. 
Stockton has the support of those ele- 
ments of the Florida population which 
are separated in interest and by natural 
antipathies from the active, moving, ex- 
panding life of new Florida. Senator 
Taliaferro represents conservatism, as 
New York understands conservatism, in 
its relation to democracy, Governor Jen- 
nings represents Bryan radicalism, mod- 
ified, toned down and subdued to a cer- 
tain decree by the catastrophe of 
1896 and 1900, but still Bryan radical- 
ism.

All the candidates have elements of 
personal attractiveness which makes the 
contest more interesting. 

Senator Tallaferro has grown—from a 
lumberman on Trouwt creek in the sixties 
to his pregent station by hard work. He 
is a keen, earnest magnetic man, whose 
approachability hag won and kept friends 
from the lumber camp to the senate. 

Governor Jennings is a northern man, 
born in Illinols, and was named for Gen- 
eral William Sherman, of the union 
army. It !s perhaps tribute enough to his 
abilities ag a politiclan to note that he 
has peen, with these antecedents, elect- 
ed governor of a state which Is still rig- 
idly southern in sectlonalism, Mr. Stock- 
ton’s rise has been through finance, but 
in politics he has been a long time popu- 
larly allied with the enemies of the FPlag- 
ler railway and financial interests of the 
state. 


Mr. Bryan’s Visit. 

The coming of Mr. Bryan tomorfow, 
in its combined relation to the Jennings 
candidacy for the senate and the Stock- 
ton outbreak against the corporation, 
signalizes the beginning of the second 
organized attempt of western radicalism 
to allenate the south from eastern con- 
servatism, It is a western invasion of 
the south prearranged for the same pur- 
poses and timed with the same foresight 
which dfStinguished the Ocala movement 
in populism.

Mr. Bryan, still all-powerful with the 
Cemocratic organization, held it to the 
Ocala idea in the Kansas City convention 
of 1900. Theré are no evidences at this 
time that Mr. Bryan has abandoned Nis 
faith in, or abated his fidelity to those 
theories of government advanced by Mr. 
Simpson and Mrs. Lease at Ocala, when 
he was a young congressman from Ne- 
braska. The conservative democratic 
leaders {in Florida are assuming that he

Eastern 
enterprise has helped Florida in recent 
years to develop its interior industries 
and bring population and wealth to its 
undeveloped parts. The conservative 
leaders of the state say that there was no 
adequate reason for Florida to abandon 
its politieal association with the democ- 
racy of the east to enter into subservient 
relations with the radical propogandists 
of Kansas and Nebraska.

It has a 
foothold in both the Jennings and the 
Stockton factions. There !s no sign, how- 
ever, that Mr. Bryan’s friends are en- 
gaged in any systematic canvass to get 
the vote of the state for Mr. Hearst, or 
that Mr. Hearst ts placing any dependence 
on local Bryan influences. The work of 
the Hearst campaign in this ‘state is be- 
ing done among anti-trust and labor 
democrats in the farming and frult raising 
sections and small towns. Many of the 
democratic newspapers of the interior are 
advocating his nomination. 

It is the common belief that if the con- 
servative element does not control the 
state its delegates will be Hearst men. 
This belief igs based on he understanding 
that cordial personal relations exist be- 
tween Mr. Bryan and Mr. Hearst, which 
are likely to bring their forces together 
in all parts of the country.

whom he has been boarding since the 
Gay following the murder. The grounds 
given for Behr's arrest are stated by the | 
officers as follows: > 

Behr was met by the negro White on 
Friday morning, January 22, the day 
following the murder. Behr was coming 
from the Louisville dock of the ferry line 
running to Jeffersonville. Ind. Bedford !s 
75 miles from Louisville, on the Monon 
road, the journey being made in thres 
hours by passénger train and five to eight 
hours by freight train. 

Behr bore two deep Scratches, one On 
each side of his forehead, and two or 
three minor abrasions about the face. 


Blood Olots on Clothing. 

His clothing contains several blood clots 
of large size, which he attempted to re- 
move after going to White’s home. 

Behr, after his arrest. told an uncer- 
tain and disconnected story to account for 
his whereabouts at the time of the mur- 
Ger and in explanation of the wounds 
on his face. Some portions of his story 
are contradicted by his mother and other 
etatements by Behr fail to fully sub- 
etantiate details as to time. 

According to the story of the negro, 
White, Behr asked for permission to 
board with him and “smoke a little hop.’’ 
White assented and Behr went to the 
negro’s home, where he remained until 
his arrest, going out out twice for brie! 
intervals. Two days ago Behr produced 
newspapers containing accounts of the 
Schafer murder and asked Lizzie White 
to read to him the story of the murder. 
fHe was smoking opium frequently and 
Wag twice heard to say that he had @ 
woman’s blood on his clothing. This 
morning Behr awoke from a stupor in- 
duced by “the pipe’’ and screamed for 
Ligzie White, calling out that he had, 
killed a woman. .

PANAMA TREATY 
-* NOT AMENDED 


Senate Committee Rescinds 
All Changes Mode In 
Convention. 


Washington, Sahuary @7.—The senate 
eommittee on foreign relations today 
teok action on the Panama canal treaty 
which in effect rescinds {ts former adop- 
tion of amendments, Senator Oullom, 
chairman @f the committee, was author- 
to reach a disagreement on the 
amendments already reported, which ao- 
tion is equivalent to reporting the treaty 
in its origimal fofm. This coursg of the 
committee is in accordance with a de- 
Cision reached by the republican sena- 
tors more than a week ago not to per- 
mit any amendment of the oonventien. 


Assurance having been given to the | 


state department and communicated to 
the senate that the Panama republic will 
permit the harbor improvements and 
Sanitary regulations desired by the 
United States govegnment, the need for 
amendments to the treaty has been re- 
moved and the alterations of the commit- 
tee are held to be superfluous. 

Tt is believed by the administration 
that the interests of this governme&t are 
fully protected now and that ft is not 
advisable to change the convention and 
send it to Panama for ratification of the 
amendments, Several republican members 
of the committee referred to the suspici- 
ous nature of the Lakin-Americans and 
the possibility of tying up the treaty if 
it Is placed before the Panama constitu- 
tional corivention. 

Senator Morgan today introduced a 
resolution directing the secretary of state 
to send to the senate ‘‘a copy of the dis- 
patch or letter dated January 22, 1904, 
relating to the withdrawal or abandon- 
ment of all amendments to the Hay-Bu- 
nau-Varilla treaty, which was sent by 
the minister of fhe United States at Pana- 
ma to John Hay, secretary of state, in 
which the reasons for withdrawing the 
same are stated.”’ 

In an executive session of the senate, 
lasting nearly an hour today, Senator 
Morgan discussed the amendments which 
had been adopted by the committee on 
foreign relations, 
by the committee. Senator Cullom sub- 
mitted the report of the committee dis- 
agreeing on the amendments Offered, 
which action withdrew the committee's 
support of them. He expressed a desire 
to have the treaty brought to a vote, and 
said that he could see no advantage in 
prolonging the debate inasmuch as ft was 
already apparent that the treaty as rat- 
ified by Panama protected every inter- 
est of this government. 

Senator Morgan protested against the 
second report of the committee, which 
rescinded the action adopting the amend- 
ments, and declared that the changes 
suggested, particularly in regard to safe- 
guurding the health of those who work 
on the canal, were absolutely essential. 
Senator Morgan was ill, and his efforts 
taxed his strength greatly. He exfects 
to continue his remarks at another 8es- 
sion. 

It was made plain that the republican 
senators will not be able to shorten the 
debate, and it Is believed that a number 
of Senators will insist upon discussing 
the resolutions relating to the alleged par- 
ticipation of United States officials in 
the Panama revolution. Senators Fair- 
banks, Clay and Clark, of ArKansas, have 
signified their desire to speak on various 
phases of the canal treaty and Panama 
revolution.

UNION VETERANS PUSH 
DEMANDS ON CONGRESS 


i@vepublicans Fear Political Results 
Unless They Provide a Service 
Pension for All Federal 
Veterans—Attitude of 
Southern Members. 


( Washington, January 27.—(Special.)— 

‘Whe demands of the Grand Army of the 
Republic for the enactment of a service 
pension law may prevent the passage of 
any public building legislation at this 
session of congress. It is said by those 
in the confidence of the republican leaders 
that Mr. Gillet, of New York, chairman 
of the public buildings and grounds com- 
mittee, will soon announce that there 
will be no omnibus pwubiio building bill 
at this session, and probably will go so 
far as to place a ban against any public 
building billie at all, with a view to cut- 
ting off even such meritorious cases as 
that of Atlanta, 

Judge Burton, chairman of rivers and 
harbors, has announced that there will 
be no river and harbor bill. This does not 
put against those tmprovements which are 
under the confinuing contract system, for 
they have to go ahead; but it puts up the 
bars against new legislation in thie line. 

While the house leaders in Mscussing 
the steps that have been taken and 
those that are expected talk giibly of 
the necessity for economy, the real in- 
spiration of their programme fs the pres- 
sure from union veterans, through their 
varioug organizations, for a service pen- 
sion. This means a pensiofi for every 
union veteran whether he was wounded 
or disabled in gervice or not. The de- 
mané for this heavy increase f!n the num- 
ber of pensigners has become so strong 
from the prospective beneficiaries and 
their friends that the republican poll- 
ticlang gee in it a menace that must be 


taken into account. 
Raid on the Treasury. 

Just how much money would be called 
out of the government treasury by a 
service pension depends, of course, upon 
the size of the pension, but estimates 
furnished to leading republicans by 
Pension Commissioner Ware are said to 
place $60,000,000 as the total under ‘any 
pension that would Be acceptable to the 
leaders in the demand now being made. 

It {is to make way for this or some 
similarly large sum to meet the service 
pension demands that river and harbor 
legislation and public pullding legislation 
is to be sidetracked. 

Heretofore the republican leaders have 
held out against the service pension, 
though they have certainly never lacked 
fn their liberality In the line of disabflity 
pensions. Now, however, it is being 
represented to them that the demand for 
the service pension is so great that unless 
it is granted the republican party may 
Incur the enmity of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of veterans and their connections 
who are the backbone of the republican 
party in many states. In the light of 
these representations, Speaker Cannon 
and other leaders are giving the ques- 
tion an amount of consideration it never 
has been given before, and the indications 
are some service pension bill will be put 
through the house at this session. 

A Political Move. 

It is said this step will be taken upon 
the assurance that the senate will not 
pass the bill before the election. The 
republican politicians argue that passage 
through the house will appease those who 
are clamoring for tthe bill, while the fact 
that it has not become a law could be 
used as answer to such critics as might 
contend against involving the government 
in such a wholesale addition to the al- 
ready great pension list. But, whether it 
is permitted to get through the senate or 
not, the effect will, apparently, be the 
same, so far as concerns river and harbor 
and public building legislation. From 
the present outlook there is very little 
phance of any measures of this kind being 


given consideration at the present session 
of the house. 

Speaker Cannon, when questioned by 
some of his associates as to whether the 
rules committee intends bringing in a rule 
for the consideration of the proposed 
service pension bill, is said to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that such a measure 
seemed likely to have more than enough 
impetus to force itself before the house 
without any assistance from the rules 
committee or anybody else. 

Could Not Be Stopped. 

He said he had been looking into the 
several bills on this line introduced and 
pending before the committee on invalid 
pensions, and it begins to look as if some 
one of them might come to the house 
with a favorable report signed by every 
member of the committee, and that if it 
does, nothing can stop it. He told the 
inguiring members that he had been, ac- 
cordingly, turning his attention in other 
directions; by which he meant he had 
been taking steps to prevent river and 
harbor and public building legislation so 
as to keep the total appropriations inside 
the normal revenues. ” 

The ‘house comrffilttee on invalid pen- 
sions is made up of northern men with 
the single exéeption of Messrs. Hopkins, 
of Kentucky, and Gibson, of Tennessee. 
Mr. Gibson is a republican, representing 
the second district of Tennessee—the 
Knoxville district—and {s one of the 
strongest of the advocates of pension 
bills. Mr. Hopkins js a democrat. The 
other membes of the committee are 
Messrs. Sullowgy, of New Hampshire: 
Smith, of Michigan: Calderhead, of Kan- 
sas; Deefner, of Pennsylvania; Holliday, 
of Indiana; Hunter, of Kentucky; Brad- 
ley, of New York: Fuller, of Tilinots, re- 
publicans; and Miers, of Indiana; Crow- 
ley, of Illinois; Lindsay, of New York; 
Snook, of Ohio, and Lucking, of Michi- 
gan, democrats. The democratic mem- 
bers of the committee have always been 
as strong advocates of pensions—and pre- 
sumably are ag much for the service pen- 
sion—as the republicans. 

Situation in the Senate. 

Some of the conservative republican 
leaders of the senate who are opposed to 
this new raiq@ upon the treasury, have 
been saying the service pension bill would 
be held up in that body, but after a study 
of the make-up of the senate commit- 
tes on pensions they see little chance of 
pigeon holding the bill at that end of the 
capitel. The republicans have a strong 
working majority on that committee, 
made up of men who could not stand the 
pressure that would certainly be brought 
upon them if the service bill reaches 
them. This committee has a stronger 
representation of southern demociuts 
than the house committee, but southern 
men have, ag a rule, hesitated to put 
themselves in the attitude of arraying 
themselves against pension legislation be- 
cause such a stand, coming from the 
south, would furnish the opportunity for 
misconstruction and misrepresentation. 
The senate committee consists of Sena- 
tors McCumber, Scott, Foster of Wash- 
ington, Burton, Burnham, Alger, Ball 
and Smoot, republicans; and Taliaferro, 
Patterson, Carmack, Gibson and Over- 
man, democrats. While the democrats 
might enter their protests against the 
measure and vote against it, it is not be- 
lieved they would help the republicans 
out of their dilemma by aiding in pre- 
venting a vote. 

Giant Campaign Fund. 

In this connection the interesting 
charge is made that the administration 
approval of the bill has been secured 
through representation that the gigantic 
appropriation involved would be in effect 
a mammoth campaign fund that would 
do more toward insuring the nomination 
and election of President Roosevelt than 
any fund that could be raised in a direct 
way. Democrats are disposed to agree 
that the passage of such a bill, with the 
approval of Presidént Roosevelt, would 
probably line up all the old veterans in 
favor of his nomination, but they bellevo 
such an alarming increase in the pension 
totals would operate as a boomerang 
against the republican party in the elec- 
tions, so strong is the sentiment in the 
northern states, outside of G. A. R. cir- 
cles, against this menacing drain upon 
the country’s resources. 

Judge Gordon Russell, of Texas, has 
been exposing the methods under which 
private pension legislation is put through 
congress. On the last pension day hé 
set about questioning the chairman of 
the committee, Mr. Sulloway, of New 
Hampshire, and the other members of the 
committee until he succeeded in Dring- 
ing out some interesting facts. 

Charged Favoritism. 

He made the gentlemen who pass upon 
the pension legislation admit that iIn- 
stead of attempting to dispose of the 
bills in the order in which they are in- 
troduced or upon a system based upon 
the relative merits of the bills, it is the 
practice to apportion the bills to be con- 
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sidered among the members of the house 
who have introduced such bills, letting 
each designate three or four out of.the 
number he has introduced for special con- 
sideration. In other words, the commft- 
tee pays atention to the members rather 
than to the pension claimants. This, 
Judge Russell claimed, put # in the 
power of the individual members to play 
favorites as between beneficiaries in their 
districts, which he thought was wrong. 

Chairman Sulloway and the members 
of the committee attempted to defend 
this practice on the ground that it is 
the fairest method, but Judge Russell, 
while willing to concede that it might be 
fair to members who were willing to 
indicate a preference as between claim- 
ants in their districts, could not see that 
there was any fairness to the meritorious 
claimants who might not have political 
influence and were in consequence left 


upon the list of unconsidered. 
Horde of «Private Bills. 

Tn the course of the discussion it devel- 
oped that there are about 5,000 private 
pension bills introduced tn the house and 
about 2,000 in the senate. These are 
for the most part in the Interest of men 
whose claims tio increases Nave been 
turned down by the pension bureau be- 
cause they do not come strictly within 
the general rules of the bureau in its 
construction of the general pension laws. 
Tt was argted that even under this Sys- 
tem of selection adopted by the pension 
committee, the bills selected for passage 
eannot receive adequate consideration 
eftther by the committee or by the house, 
though members of the committee sald 
they were as closely scrutinized by the 
various subcommittees as any claim bills 
could be, and that tin the-house they re- 
ceive as full consideration relatively as 
any other measures. 

One fact brought out by inquiries of 
Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, is that there 
are as many appeals from the rejections 
of the pension bureau under its present 
regime as there were under Commission- 
ed H. Clay Evans, who was hounded out 
of office by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. As Mr. Evans jis from Tennes- 
see, Mr. Gaines found a particular pleas- 
ure in bringing out this admission, No 
commissioner can, apparently, meet the 
demands of the pension seekers. One 
argument being used in favor of the 
service pension is that it might cut down 
this ever-increasing list of private pen- 
sion bills, but there is no guaranty that 
it would operate the other way. 


DEATH OF M. F. ECHOLS. 


Former Atlanta Agent of Southern 
Express Company Succumbs 
at Opelika. 


The many friends in Atlanta of M. F. 
Echols, formerly agent of the Southern 
Express Company in this city, will regret 
to learn of his death, which occurred 
yesterday at Opelika, Ala. 

Mr. Echols retired from his active con- 
nection with the express company in At- 
lanta in 1897 on account of failing health, 
since which time he has never improved, 
lingering with marked patience for the 
last call, which came only after yéars of 
suffering. 

He was 60 years of age, and leaves a 
wife and two children, Frank and Mary 
Lee Echols. 

Early in the beginning of the civil war, 
Mr. Echols enlisted from Chambers coun- 
ty, with an Alabama regiment, and 
fought unflinchingly through the entire 
war. He brought home a shattered hand, 
to ever remind him of the effort to 
cary the colors of the confederacy to the 
front when a shell carried off his flag 
staff, wounding him at the time. 

After the war he engaged in the build- 
ing business, and many substantial struc- 
fures in Opelika today evidence his fidel- 
ity to his profession. 

In 1870 he engaged with the Southern 
Express Company as local agent at West 
Point, Ga., and soon won the confidence 
of his superior officers, and was pro- 
moted to the route agency at Selma, Ala., 
from which place he later merited a pro- 
motion to similar work, having charge of 
the company’s business on the lines of 
the Georgia Pacific between Atlanta and 
Greenville, Miss. 

In 1892, he was again honored. by his 
company and elevated to the position of 
agent of the Atlanta office, which posi- 
tion he held creditably until 1897, when 
his failing health forged him to retire 
from, active service. 

He was never regarded as out of the 
company’s service, and at his solicitation 
received the usual circulars issued by the 
officials, and kepe in correspondence with 
them up to a very recent date. His in- 
terest in the Southern Express Company 
was at all times so earnest that he was 
never behind in information regarding all 
changes, etc. He was not only trusted 
to the utmost by the officials, but they, as 
wel] as his employees, loved him with 
an affection seldom won by men.

Fort Gaines, Ga., Janyary 27.—The cit- 
izens of Fort Gaines and Bluffton are 
becoming thoroughly aroused wver the 
proposed electric line connecting the two 
first named towns in Clay county, Ga, 
with Eufaula, Ala.

Inspector Mayer Says He Didn't 
Offer Groff Immunity 


Mayer Alleges That Groff Himself 
Suggested Turning State’s Evi- 
dence—Government Rests 
Its Case in Postal 
TriaL 


Washington, January 27.—In the trial 
of August W. Machen and others charged 
with cOnspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment in connection with the sales of 
Groff letter box fasteners, the prosecu- 
tion today rested its case. Today’s testi- 
mony was confined entirely to postoffice 
inspectors. 

The trial was resumed today with Post- 
office Inspector Mayer still under cross- 
examination. He testified that what he 
said to D. B. Groff about immunity from 
prosecution was based on a remark by 
Groff that “a man who turns state's evi- 
dence is not prosecuted.’”’ Mr. Mayer said 
he replied: ¢ 

‘You are old enough to know all those 
things yourself, and you must judge for 
yourself.’’ * 

He declared he did not offer any prom- 
ised ‘of immunity “elther by manner Or 
otherwise.”” Mayer denied having told 
the Washington chief of police ‘that he 
had the ‘dots’ on Groff. " 

Postoffice Inspector Willams testified 
to having met the Lorenzs in Toledo in 
May last, and to calling at the Lorenz 
home accompanied by Inspector Farreli. 
They saw Mrs. Lorenz, who told them she 
and her husband were friends of the 
Machens, and said that she had not re- 
ceived any checks from D. B. Groff, had 
no knowledge of her husband receiving 
any, and declared she never heard of 
D. B. Groff. Witness testified Mrs. Lo- 
renz said she had only a small bank 
account for her own use. Williams said 
they questioned Dr. Lorenz, who said he 
wes a friend of Machen’s, and that they 
were In business. Dr. Lorenz, he testified 
in answer to various questions, sald: 

“That is none of your business. ‘That 
is my personal affair, and I don’t propose 
to answer.”’ 

Among the questions was whether he 
knew D. B. Groff and whether he knew 
anything of large sums of money having 
been sent to Machen. 

When the cross-examination was re- 
sumed the witness admitted that he had 
said Mrs. Lorenz, when the visit to her 
was made, that there was evidence which 
coul@ not be disputed that checks, aggre- 
gating $20,000 or more, had been sent to 
her, @d had been endorsed by her. On 
further questioning, Mr. Williams said at 
the time he made the statement he was !n 
error,

Mr. Talmadge is a member of the jun- 
ior class of the university and is a promi- 
nent member of the Sigma Nu fraterni- 
ty. In his freshman year he was the win- 
ner of the debater’s medal in the Phi 
Kappa society and his fellow students 
marked him then as the future winner 
of oratorical honors.

State—Dispensary. 
Sales Large. 


‘Raleigh, N. C., January 27.—(Special.) 
The gurvey for the Durham and South- 
ern railway has begun. This is the 
road which President Duke, of the Amer- 
foan Tobacco Company, and some asso- 
clates, will build from Durham to Apex, 
| which is the present northwestern termi- 
nus of the Cape Fear and Northern rail- 
way, which now connects Apex, which is 
on the Seaboard Air Line, with Dufn, 
which is on the Atlantic Coast Line. The 
Cape Fear and Northern, which 1s also 
owned by Mr. Duke, and the Durham 
and Southern, will be one road. It will 
give a d¢onnection at Durham with the 
Norfolk and Western syst€m directly to 
the coal fields. 

State Auditor Dixon, who has in charge 
the matter of the new and complete roster 
of North Carolina troops in the con- 
federate service, says the roster. now is 
far more complete and accurate than that 
of any other state in the south. It will 
be supplemented by the rolls of North 
Carolina troops now in the archives of 
the war department, Washington, and all 
this will give this state a remarkably 
complete roster. 

It is found that the dispensary here 
will be a big money maker for the pub- 
lic schools. The sales since the opening, 
January !, have averaged about $400 a 
day. which, according to the best esti- 
mates, is only half what was sold of the 
old system of bar rooms. The sales are 
considerably greater than it was expect- 
ed they would be, and the chairman of 
the dispensary board said it ought to 
make at least $50,000 during the year. 

Do Not Think He Is Crazy. 

Some persons are making the claim that 
the negro, Will Adams, who is in» jail 
here for murdering the wife and two 
little children of Robert Bridgers, last Fri- 
day afternoon, is cTazy, but the author- 
ities ascertained it from persons who 
know all about the man that this state- 
ment is untrue. The evidence against 
Adams, while largely circumstantial, is 
simply overwhelming. He declares he I[* 
innocent and tells the officiais at the 
court house that they have the wrong 
man. He is a giant in strength and the 
largest handcuffs barely fit him. 

The sister of Jabel Register, who !s to 
be hanged at Whiteville, February 25, is 
circulating petitions for his pardon, it be- 
ing her purpose to bring these in person 
to Governor Aycock. It is now being as- 
serted that Register 1s of unsound mind, 
though nothing of the kind has ever been 
intimated before. It ig claimed that the 
only reason why the plea of unsoundness 
of mind was not made at the trial is 
that Register, who took the stand as a 
witness in his own defense, was so good 
a witness that such a plea would have 
seemed absurd. There is also In circula- 
tion a petition protesting against any 
commutation of Register’s death sentence. 
Register is now In jail at Whiteville, to 
which he was taken from the peniten- 
tiary here. He had, by order of the gov- 
ernor, been in the penitentiary here for 
safe keeping since the 10th of last Au- 
gust. A new trial was asked for and 
the supreme court had to pass upon the 
case. Register’s father is in the peniten- 
tiary serving a ten-year sentence. He 
claims that he !s the guilty man and that 
his son was only acting under his instruc- 
tions in shooting Jesse Soles and Jim 
Staley through the window of their house 
on the njght of the 29th of last March. 
Jabel Register does not appear to be at 
all despondent. 

Terry’s Trial at Wilmington. 

Another sensational murder trial fs to 
begin this week at Wilmington, that of 
Terry, who, three years ago, was door- 
keeper to the state senate, and who tn 
Wilmington last summer shot down his 
son In law, George T. Bland, at the home 
of the latter. The evidence against Terry 
s complete. He tried to have the case 
sent to another county, on the claim that 
he could not get justice in New Hanover, 
but the judge refused to allow the re- 
moval of the casé.

Negro Prisoner Identified As 
Murderer of Birmingham 
Policeman. 
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‘A negro who is believed to be Henry 
King, the murderer of Policeman James 
H, Mullins, of Birmingham, was arrest- 
ed yesterday morning at the union depot 
by Officers R. J. Brown ah@ H. A. 
Thompgon. The prisoner has been. iden- 
tified by Albert McWillMams as the mur- 
derer. 

Officers Brown and Thompson were in- 
formed that a suspicious! character was 
at the depot and when they arrested the 
negro pointed out they found 4 pistol and 
a pair of brass knucks concealed on his 
person. Yesterday afternoon the recorder 
bound the negro over to the criminal 
court and he was sent to the Tower. The 
prisoner gave the name of Jim Smith. 
Last might Albert McWilliams, a negro 
fireman on the Southern railroad who 
runs between Atlanta and Birminghem, 
went to the Tower and identified Smith 
as Henry King, the murderer of Off- 
cer Mullins. 

Policeman Mullins wag shot to death 
on September 27th last when he attempt- 
ed to arrest Henry King. King pulled a 
pistol and fired upon the officer and after 
shooting him to death, fled and escaped 
arrest. 

A reward of $500 was offered for the 
murderer. 

McWilliams says he is certain that the 
negro under arrest is Henry King. Yes- 
terday afternoon Chief Ball had a photo- 
graph taken of the prisoner and it has 
been forwarded to Birmingham.

RUSSIANS IN MANCHURIA 
MENACE OURLUMBER TRADE 


Washington, January 27.—(Special.)— 
How the lumber industry is carried on in 
Manchuria and Siberla is the subject of 
another interesting report to the state 
department by Mr. Miller, the American 
consul at Niuchwang. When one reads 
Me, Miller's At on the various com- 
mercial activities In those countries, and 
seeg “that he does not hesitate to point 
just when and where the Russians are 
discriminating against American mer- 
chanta, it is not surprising that the Rus- 
sian government some time ago intimated 
to the state department that it would 
welcome the transfer of Mr. Miller to 
another post. The state department po- 
litely but firmly refused to recall Mr. 
Miller, for the very good ‘reason that he 
is probably the best consul we have ever 
had in that section. 

With a capital of $10,300,000, the Rus- 
sian Timber and Mining Company of the 
Far East, having headquarters at Port 
Arthur, says Mr. Miller, promises to he- 
come a dangerous competitor of the Pa- 
cific coast lumber trade. There are m#ny 
lumbering enterprises being established 
in Manchuria, Siberia and Sakhalin, and 
the various companies are for the most 
part backed by men high {fn the favor of 
the Petersburg authorities. 


Character of Timber. 


Of the character of the timber of that 
section, Mr. Miller says: 

“T have been informed by. men who 
have seen these forests that they are 
very extensive, and contain ane 
quantities of exceedingly fine mrber. 
There is much fine timber in this market 
from that locality, and it has beén the 
source of supply for both this and the 
Tien-Tsin markets for ages. The ocean 
and river junks are built of this lumber, 
hewn out in large pieces, often 3 feet in 
width. There are about 25,000 of these 
junks trading at this port. The timber is 
mostly pine, very much like the white 
pine of the United States. This is the 
best quality of lumber that I have seen 
in China. The percentage of the clear 
wood is not very large. There is also 
considerable fir, usually much smaller 
than the pine, and also a timber similar 
to our tamarack. These are the three 
varieties from the Yuly district I have 
seen. It is brought into this market and' 
the other markets of China on junks, a 
photograph of which ts inclosed. These 
junks when coming to this market usual- 
ly sail in fleets as a means of protection 
against pirates, who often board them 
near the mouth of this river and rob 
them or levy tribute on them. Most of 
this timber is driven or rafted down the 
Yalu in short lengths, and it is almost 
impossbble to get long timbers from this 
district. The ChinéSe in their native af- 
fairs seldom use any but short timber, 
and al] the timber ¢ut for Chinese con- 
sumption is cut into short lengths In the 
forests. 

“Up to the present the logs from this 
section have been cut into lumber by 
the whipsaw method, the natives using 
a thin and narrow gaw blade with teeth 
set so as to cut both ways. Where the 
Russians have charge of the native saw 
mills they Rhave introduced large and 
heavy saws, cutting only on the down- 
ward strike—such saws as are used in 
this country for whip-sawing lumber. 
With these the natives accomplish much 
more. 


New Method on Yalu. 


“On@the Yalu this method is now to 


j give way to another; Russia is to con- 


struct at the mouth of the river the third 
largest saw mill in the world. I have 
not been able to get the details or to as- 
certain whether the mills are to come 
from the United Stateg or not, but it. is 
certain that a great mill enterprise is 
already in course of construction. It 1s 
to be situated at one of the points of 
political cOntroversy. It is at this place 
that the great naval battle between China 
and Japan was fought, the conclusion of 
which practically settled that war. The 
establishment of this enterprise Is very 
likely to influence the lumber trade of 
China to some extent, but more partic- 
ularly in Manchuria and North China. 
I am inclined to the opinion that it will 
not seriously affect the trade in central 
China.”’ 

Mr. Miller says that in addition to this 
competition, 'which is' already supplying 
large quantities of timber and lumber ta 
Port Arthur, Dalny and Niuchwang and 
to the Chinese Eastern railway, the Rus- 
sians are now shipping to all of tnese 
places by steamer from Vliadivostock and 
vicinity and the island of Sakhalin large 
amount of lumber. This lumber fs of an 
inferior quality to the Yalu article; it 1s 
harder, coarser grained, is given to warp- 
ing and twisting badly and is about the 
same in its comparison to Yalu lumber

Russian Competition. 

_ Another point of Russian competition in 
the lumber to which Mr. Miller calls at- 
tention in this report is the development 
of the industry on the Sungari river, 
where the Chinese Eastern rallway crosses 
it about 80 miles south of Harbin... A 
large amount of timber comes down the 
river to this point and is turned into lum- 
ber by the Chinese method. This lumber 
Mr. Miller thinks will prove valuable in 
the constructton of the railway and for 
the city of Harbin, but he does antici- 
pate its competition for the trade of China 
by sea. 

In conclusion, referring to the future of 
the lumber industry, Mr. Miller says: 

‘It is clear that Russia intends to pro- 
wide for al] the requirements of lumber 
in Manchuria and Siberia, with a pos- 
sibility of entering the Chinese market. 
The government has established a rul- 
ing that all railway and government sup- 
plies must be purchased from the Rus- 
sian companies if possible. This is en- 
couraging many industries in Manchuria, 
of which the lumber industry is one. The 
recent purchase of considerable quantities 
of lumber from the United States was due 
to the haste in providing quarters for Rus- 
sia’s army in Manchuria. The railway 
will require many ties or sleepers, as 
these decay very fast, many having to be 
replaced before the railroad is completed, 
This is due to the fact that the rail- 
way is not ballasted and the ties 
are not laid tn earth and sand, not even 
the ends being exposed to the air. These 
ties are now coming in large quantities 
from Siberia and Japan and I do not be- 
lieve it possible for our country to com- 
pete for the trade. 

“The Russians are familiar with the 
lumber, wheat and flour business and as 
they have natural advantages and the 
earnest support of their banks, railways, 
and government throughout Manchuria, 
Iam convinced that their development of 
these industries {fs likely to close this 
market to our countTy in these products.”’

Futures opened quiet with prices un- 
changed to 9 points higher. Room traders 
went short of the market yesterday to 
some extent in anticipation of the expect- 
ed reaction and in their efforts to cover 
gent the market up on themselves. In 
addition, at the opening a large number 
of buying orders were in evidence, and 
goon absorbed all offerings. At the end 
of the first half hour of trading it was 
simply a case of every one wanting to 
buy and no sellers. The bears seemed to 
have fost all the courage they ever had, 
and the market was a one-sided affair. 
While prices were fluctuating in rather 
@ nervous fashion, the undertone showed 
unmistakable strength and the position 
of the bulls was practically unassailable. 
Jn the trading January sold up to (5.32. 
March 15.65, May to 16.09 and July to 
16.35. The market closed firm and within 
a point or two of the highest level of the 
day.

Review of the New York Market. © 


New York, January 27.—The cotton 
market opened easy and irregular at an 
advance of 3 points to a decline of 6 
points, and for the first few minutes 
showed rather a declining tendency as a 
result of liquidation and selling for a re- 
action “encouraged by cables that were a 
shade below expectations and the ab- 
sence of aggressive bull support on the 
call, After a decline of about 8@10 points 
on the three active positions, however, 
the market began to improve in tone. 
What had been first rather quiet became 
betive. Heavy bullish dispatches were 
coming in as to the conditions in the 
Bouthern spot markets, and New Orleans 
Fent very bullish messages as to specu- 
lative conditions in that market. In ad- 
dition to this accounts from various dry 
g00ds centers indicated that demand had 
been stimulated to some extent by the 
recent advances in the raw material, and 
that holders were very firm in their 
views with some Fall River mills re- 
fusing 4c for regulars. New Orleans bull 
interests became heavy buyers shortly 
before midday. As prices worked up the 
Incal bill leader bought aggressively also. 
and shortly after noon prices were 34@38 
points up from the low point. This was 
followed by a short period of lessened 
activity and silgeht recessions, but there 
Was no aggressive selling. and later the 
market -rallied to a_ still higher level 
with March selling at 15.42.
